CHICAGO, Nov. 15.— A tentative 
bill providing for increased state ac­ 
tivity in promoting the settlem ent 
of the cut-over lands of upper W is­ 
consin will be presented for discus­ 
sion before the National Conference 
I of Immigration, land and labor of­ 
ficials v^hich meets in Chicago, Nov. 
' 14th and 15th. 
This bill which has been prepared 
by the Wisconsin 
state legislative 
reference library for the Wisconsin 
state board of public affairs attem pts 
to provide a method by which the 
state board of imm igration may list 
lands offered for sale by private deal­ 
ers and assist in securing settlers for 
these lands. 
The bill proposes that 
any owner of land suitable for agri­ 
cultural settlem ent may file descrip­ 
tions of it with the state board of 
imm igration and have it advertised 
by the board at his expense. 
Honesty in Statem ents 
Honesty in statem ents with refer­ 
ence to the land is to be secured by 
the requirem ent of bonds to be filed 
with the state board of immigration. 
These bonds are to be payable to ih» 
state in behalf of any settler prov­ 
en to have been defrauded in the 
purchase of laud from a bonded land 
dealer. 
A 
further 
safeguard for 
prospective settlers is found in 
a 
provision which authorizes the state 
board of imm igration to have soil 
surveys made of land offered for set­ 
tlement purposes when the owner of 
the land or the intending purchaser 
of the land is willing to pay the 
small expense of making the survey. 
Provides Board’s Duties 
In addition to authorizing the reg­ 
istration of bonded land dealers, the 
bill also provides th at tho 
state 
board of imm igration may actively 
assist in the prosecution of all per­ 
sons guilty of fraud or m isrepresen­ 
tation in the sale of land; th at 
it 
may assist and advise settlers in all 
ways possible in the development of 
their farms and the 
m arketing of 
their products; and that it shall ad ­ 
minister with the aid of the 
state 
treasurer and the attorney general 
any system of state loans to farm ers 
which it may be possible to estab­ 
lish in Wisconsin. 
This bill has not been considered 
by the state board of public affairs, 
but it is stated by officials of the 
board that it will be taken up a t a 
meeting of the board to be held in 
the near future.

the bottom of the state officers’ bal­ 
lot. 
“These returns coming from all 
districts of the state show conclusive­ 
ly.” he said, “ that only about one- 
fifth of the people who voted for 
woman’s suffrage voted for the three 
constitutional amendments. I think 
the next legislature ought to pass a 
law subm itting all such amendm ents 
together upon a separate ballot. The 
opposition will immediately raise the 
question of expense. It must be re­ 
membered. however, th at the legis­ 
lature subm its these questions to the 
people for their opinion, and they 
should be so submitted that the vot­ 
ers may pass upon them intelligent­ 
ly. 
The vote on wom an’s suffrage 
shows th at the people will vote when 
the m atter is brought to their atten­ 
tion. Had this am endm ent been plac­ 
ed at the bottom of the state ballot 
with the other three amendments, an 
entirely different 
result 
would un­ 
doubtedly have been recorded. I am 
thoroughly convinced that a sepa­ 
rate ballot for amendm ents is the 
only remedy.”

CONFESSES MURDER

commission today, the Duluth Street 
Railway company is ordered to es­ 
tablish a rate of six street car tick­ 
ets for 25 cents in addition to the 
regular five cent fare on its S u p er-; 
ior lines. 
No reductions were ordered in the 
water rates of the city of Superior, j 
for the reason that the net earnings 
of the water, light and power com- . 
pally do not w arrant it. 
In gas rates no reductions were 
justified below those in the 
rates 
which were made to the consumers : 
a short tim e ago. 
In current for electric 
lighting, 
considerable reduction in the 
r a t e s , 
were made, because such reductions j 
were w arranted by t h e net e a r n in g s 
of the company and other local con- j 
ditions. 
The above constitute the epitome , 
of a num ber of decisions rendered | 
by the railroad commission affecting 
the public utilities of the city of; 
Superior.
